more ti an $50,000.00 has been made. 
A h« n I became Commissioner, the 
Department of Agriculture and the 
Markets and Warehouse Department 
were under 
separate 
management,

appropriations amounting 
to 
$241,822.00 lier annum. 
Since the 
consolidation our annual appropria­ 
tion to do the combined work have 
average $122,105.00 or $119,717.00 
a yea: less to do the same work. 
For 
the present fiscal year our regular 
appropriation 
is 
$104,000.00 
less 
than it was eight years ago, and the 
work is increasing every year. 
If 
this consolidation had not been made 
and appropriations for the work had 
continued as they were when I be­ 
came I ommissioner, they would have

ciency in the service. I have especially 
tried to stop the losses in cotton 
weights, and to stop short measure in 
gasoline, but these efforts have been 
defeated by those willing to let this 
stealing continue. 
Four of my trained men have left 
the service the past few years for 
better salaries.

Alabama,

fornia appropriates $1,501,743.00 a 
year. 
Illinois $2,538,629.00, and the 
little state of New Jersey appropri­ 
ates almost one million, while Texas, 
the greatest agricultural state, ap­ 
propriates only $137,000.00 a year. 
I do not feel like being humiliated 
any longer by begging for a mere pit­ 
tance to enable the departm ent to 
exist. 
We have grave problems of insert 
and plant disease control, and other 
states are spending millions in this 
work. 
The tederal government is 
spending $4,500,000. in combatting 
the Mediterranean fruit fly in Flor 
dia, and th** state is spending all .-he 


can raise, while Texas spends only a 
few thou-and for protection against 
these pests. 
Any pest as easier to 
keep out than to eradicate. 
Texas 
has been exposed to this pest, and if 
it should establish here, it would de­ 
stroy our fruit industry as it has in 
F 5orida. 
The Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture is now asking for $26,000,000 to 
eradicate this fruit fly in Flordia. 
We have spent $23,500.00 for each 
of (he past two years administering 
the Pink bollworm law, and for the 
next two years we have only $ 12,- 
500.00 a year for this work. 
When­ 
ever this pe«f get- beyond our con­ 
trol, a- it may, we will have drastic 
federal and state quarantines again-t 
our products thar will cost the “tate 
millions of dollars. 
A “pennv wise 
an*! pound foolish" policy is never* 
profitable. 
Sound Policies Should Be Adopted 
There is need of a great awaken­ 
ing in ihis state to save the agricul­ 
tural. horticultural and livestock in­ 
terests, the baMs of Texas wealth and 
prosperity, 
Sound economy a1 State 
policies should be adopted. 
A Gover­ 
nor and Legislature should be drafted 
and elected possessing hone tv, abili­ 
ty and courage to protect the inter­ 
est of the great masses, against the 
classes that now- dominate and con­ 
trol through small organized groups. 
This cannot be done through a cam­ 
paign of false and foreign issues, 
with 
Tammany as a ‘‘smoke screen” 
to distract the people and hide the 
real vita! state issues that should be 
fettled on their merits. 
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Exorbitant and burdensome taxes 
must be removed from the farms, 
homes and ranches, and state taxes 
raised from net incomes and other 
sources earning net profits, should 
be substituted for advalorem taxes, 
and I cheve the farms and homes 
I rom this burden.
